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Ll. he airfield east of Inowroclav {P 53/3 15), north of the road to 
fodliborzyce (Q 53/J 25) covered an area 1560 meters square 7 
extending from north to south and east to west, Toe Landing field 
was Level and sodded. in 12 duly i951, work was being done on a ; 
spur track which branched off the railroad line to Torun (Q 54/3 37),

2, In July 1951, the field area was being enlar7ed to the east by about 
S00 meters, Civilian workers were exenvating and grading the eastern 
seetion of the field. A large portion of the expanded area was sown 
with «rass, It appeared that work was nearing completion in this 
seetion. Lxeavation and eeneretion was under way in the riddle of 
the field. dn L-if runway was being staked off with a length of about 
1,500 meters and a width of about 70 meters. The bed had already been 
excavated, Several construction machines which were probably used 
for work on the runway were observed about 100 meters from the eastern 
edge of tne field, Threc nev hangars of which the western mos* hangar 
wag smaller than the other two were in the northeastern corner of 
the field. The eastern most hangar with a arched roof was completed,

3, Whe former artillery barracks wess of the field were occupied by 95x, 
civilians prior to ?ay 1951. This installation whieh consisted of 
about 10 three-story red buildings, eabh about 40 meters long and 
20 meters wide, was to be oceupied by Polish Air Force troops: arter 

all buildings were repaired. 4n advance party of about L100 men vasocy, 
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During the day and night, Polish Air Force sentries guarded the 5X1 
field which was not surrounced by a fence. 


4, No aircraft were observed at the field. 
25X1 no military planes were located there. However, severa 
sliders anu small conventional aircraft were allepecly in the two 
old hangars, The planes were occasionally used by the Aeroclub, *,
